THE PRESS GANG ON THE QUI VIVE. 


The Prison Inverted by the Reporter*, 


Who Look with Longing Eyes on Xti 
Wall* Which Will Tell No Tain of th< 
Terrible Dolngi That Ha? Take Place 
at Any Moment—Tn« Game of a Gotham 
Paper Baulked. 
SIHO SINQ, N. Y., July 6.—All of the 


preparations for the execution of the foui 
murderers who are under sentence o 
death here were completed yesterday, and 
although no intimation has been given bj 
Warden Brown of the time when the exe 
cution will take place, it was the genera 
opinion that the men would be execute* 
after 7 o'clock this morning. At Auburn 
at the time Kemmler was executed, in Au 
gust last year, the power used to run the 
dynamo was the power used in the shop 
of the prison, and it was necessary that th< 
execution should take place before 1 
o'clock so that the convicts could he put 
to work at the regular time. 


Independent Machinery at Sing Stngr. 
Here there is no such necessity. The 


machinery is independent of the powei 
used for the dynamos, and the execution 
can take place at any hour without inter 
fering with the work of the prison. Wha' 
made it so likely that the execution woule 
take place after 7 o'clock was the fact that 
none of the witnesses had appeared in the 
town up to 9 o'clock last night. The fac1 
that none of them had come made it seem 
altogether likely that they had not beer 
told to come before this morning, and 
that they would arrive on the early trains, 
Warden Brown remained as uncommuni- 
cative as ever. He said that although th« 
death certificate with the signatures of the 
witnesses was to be placed on file at 
Albany, and made public at some time 
hereafter, he would not make it public 
here, and therefore it is likely there will 
be no complete list of the witnesses of the 
execution published until this document 
Is forwarded to the state capital. 


The Death Watch on Guard. 


At 6 o'clock last evening a death watch 
as placed around the prison walls. A 


regular patrol was established along the 
side that runs in front of the prison and 
along the sides of the prison about ten 
yards from the walls. The guards placed 
on this duty were uniformed and armed 
with repeating rifles with instructions to 
shoot any one who approached the prison 
within the line without authority. A 
guard was placed at the end of the long 
trestle that runs over the lime kilms just 
south of the prison. 


Rough on the Gotham Paper. 


From the top of that trestle a full view 


of the windows of the execution room 
could be had, and although they were cov- 
ered with canvas the warden wag -afraid 
that some view of the interior might be 
obtained from the trestle, or that some 
one watching the windows could obtain an 
idea by the raising or lowering of the 
tights within when the execution was 
about to occur. The lime company which 
[eases this property from the state has sub- 
let it for this occasion to a New York even- 
ng paper whose reporters were to be sta- 
tioned on the trestle; but last night a 
guard with a loaded rifle stood at the end 
of the trestle and the little group of re* 
porters sat watching him and waiting. 


Nearly Shot • Reporter. 


One of the reporters on the trestle came 


near being shot early in the evening. He 
came with a lineman to have a wire con- 
nection made, and w hen the guard told 
lim to halt he kept on. The guard cocked 
lis rifle and pointed it at the reporter,who 
took to his heels. Theheadkeeperexplained 
matters 
to 
the 
guard, and under 


authority from him, the wire connections 
were made. That was the only incident 
worthy of note up to midnight,. In fact the 
newspaper reporters, were the most active 
people about the prison last night. The 
•arden is not here. He took his family 


and went to Newburgh yesterday after- 
noon. 


The R«portert Still Waiting. 


At 2 a. m. the only signs of life about 


;he prison were the passing of the guards 
and the presence at the prison door of the 
waiting crowds of reporters, 
Warden 


Brown's son arrived at the prison about 


'. a. m., but did not say where his father 
was. 
Dr. Carlos MacDonald, of the 


state board of lunacy, who is one of the 
witnesses selected, is known to be at the 
lotel at Foughkeepsie, and it is thought 
the others are there and that Warden 
irown has gone to meet them. 


LATER.—It is learned that a writ of 


utbeas corpus has been applied for at New 
fork in the case of Wood. According to 
he decision of the United States supreme 
court this saves Wood for awhile.

ANOTHER FRIGHTFUL WRECK. 


Thirteen Uve> Lout In a Disaster In Wem 


Virginia. 


CHARLESTON, W. Va., July 6.—A wreck 


on the Kanawba and Michigan railroac 
about eight miles west of here Saturday 
was the worst ever known in this par 
of the state. 
Thirteen persons were 


killed, four probably fatally injured ani 
fifty others received more or less seriou 
injuries. The passenger train from Co 
Iambus, O., pulled out from here with 
two car loads of excursionists, among 
them the order of United American Me- 
chanics, who were going to Poca. The 
wreck occurred on a high trestle. The 
sleepers had caught fire during the nignt 
and burned so that the rails spread undec 
the train. The engine and baggage and 
mail car passed over safely, but the two 
coaches were thrown from tht track. 


Where the Dead Were Found. 


After running about forty feet on the 


•leepers, the forward car toppled to tlii 
left, the rear one to the right, the forwan 
car turned completely over, landing righ 
Bide up. The other fell about twenty feet 
turning upside down, and one set o 
trucks fell on top of it, crushing the cai 
to splinters. Under this place most of the 
dead were found. 
No deaths have oc 


curred among those who were wounded 
though several are hanging at death's 
door. The funerals of Walter Welchei 
and wife of this city occurred Sunday an< 
they were followed to their last resting 
place by multitudes of friends, including 
the Order of United American Mechanics 
of which Mr. Welcher was a member. 


What the Kngineer Says. 


The scene of the wreck Sunday was vis 


ited by hundreds, ail curious to see the 
•pot where so many lives were lost and so 
much ruin done. The road has been re 
paired and trains are now running regu 
larly. "Pat" O'Connor, the engineer o! 
the fated train, says that in the darkness 
he saw the smoke of the burning trestle 
some time before he reached the spot. li 
was dark at the time and as fogs at that 
time in the morning are quite common in 
that region he thought it ft fog. It was 
not accompanied by light. He did not dis 
cover the presence of fire until he was too 
close to reverse bis engine, and then l he 
turned on a full head of steam hoping to 
go through with a rush. 


THE FOURTH AT MOUNT VERNON. 


Washington1! Tomb £laborat«ly Decor, 


ated wtth Flags and Flowers. 


WASHINGTON, July 6.—An interesting 


feature of Saturday's celebration at Mount 
Vernon was the use for the first time of 8 
handsome new flagstaff, which was* re 
cently cut and erected by the navy depart- 
ment 
The tomb of Washington was 


elaborately docoratel, the exterior with 
flags and wreaths of immortelles and 
evergreens. The floor of the vestibule of 
the tomb was covered with a large flag. 
Here and there were placed potted palms. 
The sarcophagi were covered with cut 
flowers. On the one. containing the coffin 
of George Washington was placed a large 
cluster of magnolia-grandifiora, from the 
tree he planted In 1799—the last tree he 
ever planted; also a wreath made of the 
leaves of the same tree. 


From the President and Wife. 


On the gates in front was placed a beau* 


tiful and appropriate floral tribute from 
President and Mr». Harrison in the form 
of our national emblem, the stars and 
stripes in their respective colors. The pres- 
ident and Mrs. Harrison never forget to 
send an offering of flowers to the tomb ol 
Washington upon all appropriate occa- 
sions.

They 
say thut when the Ilfvta stca?ned into the 
harbor at Iquifine her officers did not 
know that the vessel? had alieady ban 
delivered to the United States, nnd that 
formal demand had ue^n made on the in- 
surgents for the surrender of the 
They stated that this demand was accom- 
panied by the followirig message from the 
American flagship: 


"If yon refuse and do not give her up 


peaceably I will sev,e every one of your 
•hips and blockade every port on your 
coast''

Capt. Blanzen Is a German. 


The reply of the insurgents was simply 


an order for CaptaiifManzen to deliver 
the Itata aud her cargo into the hands of 
the United States authorities. The cap- 
tain of the Baltimore west aboard the 
Itata and presented -an order to Captain 
Manien. with the wofds: "In the name 
of the United States of America I confis- 
cate this ship and her cargo. 


•That's all right; that's all right," re- 


plied Captain Munsenl "I am a German 
subject—yon can do nothing with me. 
Take the ship." 


The commander o£ the Esmeralda, who 


bad remained on board the Itata when 
the two vessels parted company off Aca- 
pulco, could not be found. He had ac- 
complished his mission^ and quietly drop- 
ping over the side of the vessel he in com- 
pany with several brother officers waa 
soon on shore nnd safe from other pur- 
suit. 


Insurgents Uare^he Best of It. 


Officers of the Charleston say that the 


feeling on the part of the Chilian congres- 
sional party is extremely bitter toward the 
United States, to which they looked, if 
not for assistance, at least for non-inter- 
!erence. The Charlestt n also brings the 
news that the msurgt nTs have now about 
20,000 men in the field, while the govern- 
ment forces are not quite so numerous.

BANOOK, Me,, July 6.-Hannibal Ham- 


lin is dead. While sitting in the rooms ol 
the Tarratin club engaged in a game ol 
pcdro with a party of friends he was seized 
with what was at first thought to he • 
fainting fit. .His head fell npon hi« 
breast, and in reply to an inquiry he said 
huskily: "I am not well." A physician 
was called, but in spite of every effort Mr. 
Hamlin's strength ebbed fast and he soon 
lost consciousness. His family was sum- 
moned and a few minutes after they had 
reached his side the venerable statesman 
passed away. Heart disease was the caust 
ascribed by the physicians, This was ag- 
gravated by the advanced years of Mr. 
Hamlin. Mr. 'Hanilin, however, despitt 
his age, had been in excellent health thil 
this season, and his death therefore camt 
as a sad surprise to all his friends and tin 
residents of Bangor.

He had attended sevci ,il public recep- 


tions lately; made a trip as Ur west as 
Chicago, and in one or two places made 
public speeches, his last jjuljhc utterance 
being in New York.

His Political Career. 


Every one here knew the vice president, 


as he was always called, and he was or 
jolly, homely terms with all. Among hi! 
relatives who remain are General Charles 
Hamlin, a son, prominent in business and 
social life here, and Frank Hamlin, an 
other son, who graduated from the Boston 
university law school three years ago and 
is now practicing law in Chicago. Hanni 
bal Hamlia was born in Oxford county. 
Me., Aug. 2T, 1809. In 18-30 he was elected 
to the legislature, where he served until 
1840, part of the time as speaker of th« 
house. He was a member of the twenty 
eighth and twenty ninth congresses. In 
1848 he was appointed tothe United Statei 
senate to fill the vacancy caused by th« 
death of Senator John Fairchild. 


Changed His 1'olillc'S. 


He was re-elected for the full term IB 


1851. 
He was a Democrat until the pass 


age of the Kansas Nebraska bill in 1854, 
when he publicly changed his politics in e 
speech before the senate. He at once be 
came a leader in the newly formed Repub 
ican party. He was elected vice president 
in 1860 on the ticket with Lincoln. March 
4, 1869, he r- turned to the senate, where 
he remained until 1881. He subsequently 
served for a short time as minister tc 
Spain, thus closing a career of half a cen- 
tury in public life.
